Well aware of the ‘act (hat Chey were bypassing Che state and sciemtitic 
imatitucions of che USSR anc that [tor this reasen they would tind no 
support om the part of (he Soviet authorities, the authors of these ideas 
relied, with che help of che foreign correspondents, to draw the attention 
of the world ©o the “lack of civil freedoms” in the Soviet Union and to 
the “o®structions made by the authorities co intermational and cuiturai 


euchanges. 


Since ‘hese ideas iaiied to yieid the expected resuits the direction in 
the activities of the leadership changed signiticantiy. Worrted that the 
interest which its loreitgn rulers, who were providing it with substantial 
material aid, may be lost, it decided co umite with the so-called “group 
for the observation of ‘he implementation of the Helsinki: Agreements, | 
headed by the notorious Yu. Orlov. V. Rubin and, subsequertiy, A. 
Shcharanskiy, joimed ‘he group. The idea was described by the foreign 
-orrespondents as 2 ‘step toward che consolidation of individuals tighting 
for ‘human rights’ in the USSR.” 


With « view Co increasing the tension in the relations between the United 
States and che USSR, A. Lerner suggested that information on Soviet 
imetitutions and enterprises working for the defense industry be organized 
so that the Western companies may be persuaded, with this pretext, to 

‘top deliveries of cechnical equipment to the USSR. im the course of his 
‘rip co the Unired States, ¥. Rubin was to engage in the necessary con- 
suiltations and wotity A. Lerner. 


im August 1976, through unotficial channels provided by che American 
correspondent Osnos, a letter was received from V. Rubin with che request 

sccelerate the sending of such intormation so that « cenpaign on dam 
ming sales of American equipment co ‘he USSR oe lawnched. fven ‘hough 
objections were voiced to the gathwring of such taformation, for this was 
a clear case of espionage, A. Lerne assigned to Sheharanskiy and others 
tO organize ‘he gathering of such i,.Ormation and to send it abroad. 


Let us emphasize the question of giving the necessary assistance to the 
Americans in terms of iatelliigence data of sctentific and technical and 
military ‘opics and political problems has always been on the agenda. It 
Was 4 Question of assisting on such matters che CIA personnel who were 
hiding in Moscow behind official duties and to supporr the intamous 
jackson Amendment co che act on trade with che USSR.

ic and pereenal seeds ore ensured. 
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Thies direction was dictated by the decrees o! the CPSU Central Committee 
ond the USSR Council of Ministers on the improvement of planning and the 
perfection of the economic mechanism. Meanwhile, in life there are still 
frequent instances when the completeness of che construc:t of 4 owmber of 
enterprises, industrial centers and individual cities is not being observed.

md the oumber of etudents in them increased. In the 1978-79 academic 
ear they enrolled 90,183 etudents, which constituted 48 percent of all 
children attending rural schools in the |977-78 school vear this was 18 
vercent. These oumbers reflect objective demographic trends: the rural 
copulation is declining and the farmers are moving to more populated lLo- 
ations. therefore, elementary schools located in small farm communities 
ire dieappeartne.
